REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

Claims 1 and 18 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to discloses or suggest a 
driver circuitry or a method thereof including, in combination with other elements, a pre-drive 
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system coupled to a first supply voltage and to ground, an output structure coupled to a second 
supply voltage, and wherein, responsive to assertion of the first control signal, the discharge 
system is deactivated, the output structure is activated to supply an output drive signal to the 
output interface, and, responsive to assertion of the second control signal, the discharge system is 
activated, the output structure is deactivated and discharged, through the output interface, at a 
rate determined by the fall time control function. 

Claims 2-17 and 19-20 are allowed because they depend on claims 1 and 18, respectively. 

Claims 21 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest an output 
driver circuitry including, in combination with other elements, a first resistive element, a second 
resistive element, a third transistor, a third resistive element and a fourth transistor with the 
recited connections set forth therein.
